SEX OF PROGENY? 


LAW “DRY” WEAPON 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.. Oct 
13.— 
Bv sustaining the validity of a law 
enacted bv the last legislature, the 
Arkansas supreme court today plac­ 
ed in the hands of the “ drys" a wea­ 
pon by whirh they expect to wipe out 
practically every saloon in the state. 
The law provides that even after a 
community has voted “wet” petition 
bearing the signatures of the m ajor­ 
ity of the white aduts must be pre­ 
sented to the county judge before he 
can issue any liquor licenses. 


CHICAGO. Oct. 13.— Sex may 
be only a 
matter of seasons, 
and the sex of an unborn baby 
determined by the aid of the 
calendar and a few simple sci­ 
entific facts, according to Dr. 
Oscar Riddle, research associate 
of the Carnegie institute. 
Dr. Riddle today announced 
the result of a series of experi­ 
ments he has been making with 
pigeons 
by 
which the sex of 
birds produced 
from 
various 
eggs could be determined in ad ­ 
vance. 
His 
experiments, 
he 
said, had determined that eggs 
laid in 
the spring and early 
summer, when the parent birds 
were at the height of vigor, in­ 
variably produced males. 
“ That the sex of human pro­ 
geny may be similarly controll­ 
ed is as yet impossible to say,” 
said Dr. Riddle 
“The results 
of these* experiments with birds. 
however, suggest means of ac­ 
complishing the result.”
